GOOD POLICE WORK 


The fourth man accused of complicity 
in the murder of Midwinter at Calgary 
last fall has been picked up by a cons- 
table in a little village in Nova Scotia. 
There is further assurance in this that 
the Provincial Police of Alberta have ac- 
quired the habit of sticking to a trail un- 
til they come to the end, There is evi- 
dence also of what can be secured by co- 
operation between police forces. 

Having eluded the authorities and got 
to the far end of the Dominion, this man 
might fairly congratulate himself that 
he was “lost” so far as the Alberta police 
were concerned. But even there an offi- 
cer Was looking for him, and duly gath- 
ered him in. That is the kind of efficien- 

y that makes crime unprofitable and un- 


attractive, and gives security to law- 
abiding people. ; 
STANDING STEADY 
The council and the school board of 


the town of Didsbury have decided that, 
despite the depression, they will not cut 
the salaries of the teachers in the local 
high and public schools. 

With salary-slashing a favorite and 
growing pastime of school boards, this de- 
cision is notable. It bespeaks unshaken 
confidence on the part of the officials in 
their town and in the country, And it pro- 
mises well for the kind of education the 
children of that community will get in the 
years to come. 

When vacancies occur in future on the 
teaching staffs of that town there will be 
no want of applicants, and the trustees 
will be able to select teachers of high 
aualifications, wide experience and splen- 
did records. Reducing teachers’ salaries 
means reducing school efficiency in the 
long run. 


THE QUESTION OF CREDIT 


Mr. J. J. Bowlen, one of the Calgary 
members of the legislature, speaking in 
that city a few days ago, said: “A lot has 
been said about the need for more credit 
in the country. My own candid opinion is 
that there has been too much credit given 
already, and that the farmer today is get- 
ting just about as much credit as his busi- 
ness justifies. Who can expect a bank to 
loan the farmers of this province money 
to grow a crop which is bound to be a 
loss, unless something extraordinary takes 
place very shortly?” 

If this opinion was expressed by a

town man it might be suspected of being 


tinged with prejudice or misunderstand- 
ing. As it comes from a man who has 
farmed in the three prairie provinces since 
the early days, and who is now a promi- 
nent farmer and rancher in southern Al- 
berta, it cannot arise from any lack of 
sympathy with the farmer's interests, 
though it is to be hoped the outlook is not 
us bad as suggested, 

Perhaps if credit had been less “elas- 
tic’’ when times wére good it would be 
more elastic now when times are not 80 
good. 

HANDING IT TO RUSSIA 

The depayWment of agriculture at 
Washington learns that, leaving Russia 
and China out of the count, two per cent 
less acreage is being sown te wheat in the 
world this year than was sown last. 

But as Russia promises to produce 
7,000,000 tons more wheat this year than 
last, that is the only country that stands 
to benefit from the reduction elsewhere. 
The Russian increase will make up for the 
shortage in other countries, thus tending 
to prevent any increase in price such as 
would make smaller production profitable 
to the curtailing countries. 

Barring climatic eccentricities, which 
may upset all calculations, the net result 
will be that Russia will have more wheat 
to sell and the other producing countries 
lees. Which means that Russia will collect 
more of the wheat money paid by import- 
ing countries, and its competitors less. 
Restriction of output is a good thing—for 
the rival who does not restrict. 

Since the curtailment in other countries 
is not done by international agreement or 
official arrangement, but by voluntary 
action of the growers, no blame is coming 
to any party because of it, But the effect 
will be precisely the same, in giving Russia 
a more dominating position in the world 
wheat market. Its competitors are in 
effect withdrawing from the market to a 
degree and leaving Russia to supply that 
much more of the demand.

POLITICS AND THE “NATIONAL” 


The National Railways being a public- 
owned enterprise, their affairs are proper- 
ly subject to such critical examination as 
members of parliament may be qualified 
Lo give them, to the end that extravagance 
may be avoided, efficient service secured, 
and the financial position of the system 
improved as the circumstances make pos- 
sible. 

But these objecta do not suggest them- 
selves as prompting the badgering and 
bickering tacties which some of the mem- 
bers are now employing against Sir Henry 
Thornton and the National management. 
On the contrary, these tactics look much 
like the opening manoeuvres in a species 
of guerilla war, designed to make the posi- 
tion so uncomfortable that Sir Henry will 
quit the job and make way for some one 
more amenable to the side-influence of 
politicians, 

Perhaps these members imagine the 
innocent-minded public credit them with 
a purely disinterested zeal for the welfare 
of the National Railways. They may even 
imagine the public to suppose they would 
be showing the same measure of curiosity 
in the trivial details of railway operation 
if Sir Henry were the kind of railway 
president who would make places on the 
payroll of the National system for party 
workers recommended by members of 
parliament who have election debts to pay. 

If that is what is in the minds of the 
snipers they are deluding nobody but 
themselves, The Canadian public may be 
innocent, but they are not without experi- 
ence in such matters, and they can recog- 
nize the old familiar accents of the gentle- 
man who would like to bring the National 
under political control and make it a 
happy hunting ground for party hacks.

The other day Walter Lippman ask- 
ed the question? Why did the great 
majority of our most conscientious 
and able financial, business, and in- 
dustria] leaders exude unrestrained! 
optimism up to the very day that the 
current cconomic depression hit us? 

I have in my own files an amazing 
anthology of interviews given by 
economic leaders during the three 
months preceding the market crash of 
1929, 

As I glance over the 
distinguished bankers, business men, 
and industrialists who counded an 
All's Well when the most casual an- 
alysis showed that all was far from 
well, Mr, Lippman's question seems 
more than pertinent, 

Here. are Mr. Lippmann’s three 
guesses ab why our economic leaders 
did not lead; 

(1) “Though they understood with 
their brains that the world was 
economically in bad shape, and why, 
they had no hope of being permitted 
to take eny important steps to mend 
matters, Therefore they did not dare 
to think whco.eheartedly about funda- 
mental conditions.” 

(2) “They were deeply afraid that 
if they pointed out the dangers, they | 
would frighten people, precipitate a 
panic, and get blamed for the calam- 
ity they could not prevent.” 

(3) “They were more or less hyp- 
notized by the notion that, after all, 
the calainity would not happen be- 
cause the world had entered a new ec- 
onomic era,” 

IT doubt that the really bg men in 
economic life were at all fully con- 
vinced that we hai. eutered a new era 
in which the old laws cf economic life 
had been set aside, 

That men in key positions hesitate 
to play the role of preohet of gloom 
when affairs are in delicate balance 
is obvious, And it may be that their 
caution under such conditions is jus- 
tified. This is why we must master 
the art of foresight and prevent a 
posture of affairs in which even the 


names of the 


wisest men are hesitant about tell- 
ing the truth,
